Property  Exhibited  at  More  Than  One  Point. 

When  property  is  forwarded  from  one  point  of  exhibit  to  another  point 
of  exhibit  (or  if,  after  exhibited  two  or  more  times,  it  is  returned  to 
original  point  of  shipment)  the  transportation  charges  for  each  move- 
ment will  be  reduced  to  basis  of  one-half  legally  established  tariff  rates 
for  each  movement,  subject  to  following  conditions: 

A — If  forwarded  from  last  point  of  exhibit  within  10  days  after  close 
of  fair. 

B — When  the  original  paid  expense  bills  for  each  movement  are  sur- 
rendered to  the  Agent  of  Railroad  companies  which  transported  the 
shipment  on  its  last  movement  accompanied  by  certificate  from  the 
proper  officer  of  each  Fair  to  the  effect  that  the  property  has  been  ex- 
hibited and  has  not  changed  ownership. 

This  applies*  to  Roads  in  C.  F.  A.  territory,  and  Trunk  Line  Territory. 


RULES. 

1.  Exhibitors  must  place  exhibits  under  direction  of  superintendent  in 
charge. 

2.  Exhibits  may  be  removed  as  follows : 

3.  Live  stock  after  4:00  p.  m.  Friday,  September  5. 

4.  Speed  horses  any  time  after  racing  engagements. 

5.  All  other  exhibits  after  6:00  p.  m.  last  day. 

6.  Fruits  may  be  sold  after  2  :00  p.  m.  last  day. 

7.  All  animals  and  articles  shown  at  owner's  risk. 

8.  Persons  exhibiting  pure  bred  animals,  one  year  of  age  and  over,  will 
be  required  to  furnish  register  numbers  of  animals  to  be  exhibited, 
or  in  case  of  younger  animals  not  registered,  the  names  and  register 
numbers  of  sires  and  dams. 

9.  Satisfactory  evidence  will  be  required  that  animals  exhibited  as 
breeders  are  not  barren  and  no  awards  or  premiums  shall  be  made 
where  there  is  unsoundness. 

10,    Only  officials  permitted  in  the  show  ring. 
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11.  Ownership  cards  cannot  be  attached  to  exhibits  until  after  award 
of  premiums.    Live  stock  not  included  in  this  rule. 

12.  Disrespect  by  exhibitor  or  agent  toward  officials  forfeits  all  pre- 
miums, rights  and  privileges. 

13.  Fraud  or  deception  on  the  part  of  the  exhibitor  forfeits  all  pre- 
miums. 

14.  Disregard  of  any  rule  on  part  of  exhibitor  or  concessionaire  forfeits 
all  premiums,  rights  and  privileges  without  recourse,  at  option  of 
Board. 

15.  In  horse  and  cattle  shows  grooms  must  wear  catalogue  number. 

16.  Pemiums  indicated  as  follows :  First,  blue ;  second,  red ;  third, 
white;  fourth,  yellow;  fifth,  green;  championship,  purple;  reserve 
championship,  pink;  grand  championship,  royal  purple  rosette;  Royal 
Grand  champion,  royal  red  rosette. 

17.  No  person  officially  connected  with  the  exposition  can  be  an  ex- 
hibitor.   No  exhibitor  can  act  as  judge. ' 

18.  No  premiums  on  unworthy  exhibits. 

19.  Protests  must  be  made  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  secretary  by 
noon  of  day  following  award,  accompanied  by  protest  fee  of  $10, 
which  will  be  retained  by  the  Board  if  protest  is  not  sustained. 

20.  All  protests  will  be  considered  at  time  set  by  the  Board.  All  parties 
interested  will  be  invited. 

21.  Promiscuous  advertising  strictly  prohibited.  Exhibitors  may  adver- 
tise and  distribute  from  their  place  of  exhibit  only. 

22.  Exhibitors  prohibited  from  distributing  advertising  matter  that  will 
conflict  in  any  manner  with  a  concession  sold  by  the  Board. 

23.  Premiums  paid  daily.  Checks  cashed  at  State  Fair  Bank,  Admin- 
istration Building. 

24.  Premium  checks  forfeited  if  not  cashed  within  thirty  days  from  date 
thereof. 

25.  Space  occupied  by  undesirable  and  uncreditable  exhibits  may  be 
forfeited  at  option  of  member  in  charge, 
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26.  Member  in  charge  or  superintendent  shall  have  authority  to  regulate 
or  prescribe  positions,  dimensions,  arrangements  of  all  exhibits, 
signs,  etc. 

27.  Straw  and  feed  at  market  price  on  grounds. 

28.  At  no  time  will  exhibits,  privileges,  concessions,  amusements  or  pro- 
grams of  a  questionable  nature  or  demoralizing  tendency  be  per- 
mitted in  the  buildings  or  on  the  grounds  of  the  Ohio  State  Fair. 

29.  The  abuse  of  any  privilege  granted,  by  extortion,  impure  or  un- 
wholesome food,  sale  of  dishonest  goods,  untidy  appearance  of 
booths,  or  other  acts  or  practices  objectionable  to  the  Board,  will 
forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges,  without  recourse.

Entries  must  be  made  on  or  before  August  16,  and  be  accompanied 
by  proper  fees  to  cover  charge  for  stall  rents.  Exhibitors  are  requested 
to  specify  the  number  of  stalls  required,  on  receipt  of  which  information 
stalls  will  be  assigned. 

Each  animal  over  1  year  old,  $2.00;  each  animal  under  1  year  old, 
$1.00. 

Purity  of  blood  as  established  by  pedigree,  symmetry,  size,  early 
maturity  and  general  characteristics  of  the  several  breeds  of  animals  to 
be  considered;  the  Judges  will  make  proper  allowance  for  age,  feeding 
and  other  conditions. 

Persons  exhibiting  pure  bred  animals  will  be  required  to  furnish 
to  the  Secretary,  at  the  time  of  making  the  entry,  the  name  and  reg- 
ister number  of  each  animal  entered. 

Basing  dates  of  dairy  cattle  to  be  February  1  and  August  T,  while 
in  the  beef  breeds  the  basing  date  shall  be  September  1. 

All  cows  over  thirty-six  months  old  must  have  given  birth  to  calf 
at  full  maturity  within  past  year,  or  show  unmistakable  evidence  of 
being  in  calf  at  time  of  exhibition. 

All  cows  in  the  dairy  breeds,  to  be  judged  in  the  morning  shall  be 
milked  at  6  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  day  previous  to  being  judged,  and  all 
dairy  cows,  to  be  judged  in  the  afternoon,  to  be  milked  at  6  o'clock  A. 
M.,  of  the  same  day.  The  judge  may,  at  his  option,  require  any  cow  to 
be  milked  while  in  the  ring  or  before  the  awards  are  made.

The  Ohio  Students'  Cup. 

A  large  number  of  students  in  the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the 
Ohio  State  University,  in  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Animal  Hus- 
bandry, raised  a  sum  of  money  and  purchased  a  beautiful  sterling  silver 
cup  for  competition  at  the  Ohio  State  Fair  in  the  Sheep  Department. 
This  cup  is  offered  for  the  best  exhibit  of  one  yearling  ram,  two  yearling 
ewes  and  two  ewe  lambs,  pure  bred  and  registered  on  the  books  of  the 
sheep  association  representing  that  breed.  The  sheep  in  this  competition 
must  be  bred,  owned  and  exhibited  by  a  former  student  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Animal  Husbandry  of  the  Ohio  State  University,  who  has  had 
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at  least  one  term  or  ona  semester  of  instruction  therein.  The  cup  must 
be  won  three  times  by  the  same  person  before  it  can  become  the  per- 
manent property  of  the  winner.  The  cup  will  be  kept  at  the  University 
during  the  periods  between  the  State  Fair  until  it  is  won  three  times. 
Each  year  the  name  of  the  winner  and  the  flock  will  be  inscribed  on  the 
cup.  Contestants  must  make  entry  for  this  cup  by  August  1,  and  in 
addition  must  notify  the  Department  of  Animal  Husbandry  at  the  Ohio 
State  University  at  time  of  entry,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  University  to  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture. 

Rules  Governing  Students'  Judging  Contest  at  Ohio  State  Fair. 

This  contest  is  open  to  students  enrolled  in  the  Ohio  Agricultural 
College,  who  have  not  won  first  or  second  prizes  in  previous  contests. 

One  Hundred  Dollars  will  be  awarded  in  judging  horses,  cattle, 
sheep  and  swine,  $25  on  eack.   The  money  will  be  divided  as  follows :

2d    8 

3d   7 

Students  may  enter  on  one,  two,  three  or  all  classes  of  stock.  First 
and  second  prize  winners  in  previous  contests  are  only  debarred  from 
those  classes  of  stock  on  which  their  winnings  were  made,  that  is,  if 
a  student  won  first  prize  on  horses  last  year,  this  will  not  debar  him 
from  competing  on  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  at  the  coming  fair.

Examination  for  premium  awards  to  begin  Monday,  September  1. 

The  American  Standard  of  Perfection,  as  revised  by  the  American 
Poultry  Association,  will  be  the  guide  for  the  Judge  in  awarding  the 
premiums.  The  fowls  will  be  judged  by  comparison  and  not  with  the 
use  O'f  a  score  card.  No  fowl  shall  be  awarded  a  first  premium  that  is 
unworthy  of  a  score  of  90  points.  No  unworthy  specimen  shall  be 
awarded  a  premium  whether  there  be  competition  or  not. 

The  fowls  shall  be  classed  as  follows : 

Cock  —  A  male  specimen  hatched  prior  to  1913 
Cockerel  —  A  male  specimen  hatched  during  1913. 
Hen  —  A  female  specimen  hatched  prior  to  1913. 
Pullet  —  A  female  specimen  hatched  during  1913. 
Breeding  Pen  —  One  male  and  four  females. 

Exhibitors  must  be  owners  of  the  fowls  they  exhibit.  Combination 
exhibits  will  be  strictly  guarded  against.  Any  attempts  to  evade  this 
rule,  or  any  false  statement  in  regard  to  age,  will  exclude  from  com- 
peting* all  specimens  entered  by  the  offending  party. 

The  Judge  will  make  known  his  awards  only  through  the  Superin- 
tendent. Any  person  attempting  to  interfere  with  the  Judge  in  his  de- 
cision in  any  way  will  be  excluded  from  competition. 

No  specimens  will  be  allowed  in  the  hall  except  those  that  have 
been  duly  entered  for  competition  and  the  entry  fee  paid. 

Every  precaution  will  be  taken  to  properly  protect  exhibits  in  this 
department  and  for  this  purpose  watchmen  will  be  on  duty  in  the  building 
each  night  during  the  continuance  of  the  Fair. 

Any  specimen  showing  symptoms  of  disease  when  received,  or  dur- 
ing the  Fair,  will  be  immediately  removed  from  the  hall  and  cared  for  by 
the  Superintendent  or  returned  to  the  owner. 
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All  specimens  except  Games  and  Game  Bantams  must  be  exhibited  in 
their  natural  condition.  Plucking,  coloring  or  splicing  feathers  or  any 
similar  practices,  are  in  violation  of  this  rule  and  will  debar  all  the  speci- 
mens of  the  offending  party  from  competition. 

Birds  entered  singly  cannot  compete  in  pens.  Those  entered  in  pens 
cannot  compete  singly. 

Entry  fees — Single  bird,  fifty  cents ;  Pen,  seventy-five  cents.  Feed  and 
coops  free.    Competent  attendants.

Samples  of  corn  in  the  ear  and  on  the  full  stalk,  grain 
threshed  and  in  the  straw.    Exhibits  to  be  correctly  named  and  labeled. 

Specimens  comprising  the  display  must  be  grown  in  the  county 
represented.  Of  grains  and  seeds  not  less  than  one  gallon  of  each 
variety  is  required.  No  product  to  be  older  than  growth  of  1912,  and 
not  previously  exhibited  at  State  Fair. 

Manufactured  products  and  fruits  or  duplicates  will  receive  no  con- 
sideration in  making  the  awards,  and  should  not  be  included  in  the 
displays. 

For  beauty  and  convenience,  the  use  of  glass  jars  is  recommended 
in  showing  all  grains  and  seeds. 

An  exhibit  of  farm  products,  carefully  selected  and  tastefully  ar- 
ranged as  a  collective  county  show,  will,  if  it  be  a  thoroughly  repre- 
sentative exhibit,  accomplish  more  in  advertising  the  county  and  demon- 
strating its  agricultural  capabilities  than  could  be  done  in  any  other 
manner.  Such  exhibits  elicit  much  inquiry,  and  hence  it  is  of  great 
benefit  to  the  counties  competing,  as  thousands  of  people  from  all  parts  of 
Ohio  and  adjoining  states  bee: me  interested. 

The  collection  of  products  and  their  arrangement  for  show  at  the 
Ohio  State  Fair  should  be  early  taken  in  hand  by  individuals,  the  County 
Agricultural  Society,  Farmers'  Clubs,  or  other  agricultural  organizations, 
that  will  make  themselves  responsible  for  a  representative  exhibit. 

For  these  county  exhibits,  space  will  be  assigned  in  the  large  brick 
Exposition  Building,  where  the  best  light  and  greatest  accommodation 
are  provided.

Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  exhibition  of  the  latest  and  most  approved  machinery, 
tools  and  appliances  used  in  the  art  of  cheese  and  butter  making,  and 
this  division  of  the  exhibition  will  be  a  grand  exposition  in  itself. 

All  articles  in  this  class  must  be  entered  and  in  place  at  the  specified 
time.

Each  variety,  not  less  than  five  specimens,  is  to  be  correctly  and  dis- 
tinctly labeled,  and  the  list  placed  with  the  entry  card  on  the  tables  or 
handed  to  the  Superintendent.  Single  plates  of  apples  must  be  grouped 
together.  In  all  cases  the  different  entries,  though  they  may  contain 
similar  varieties,  must  be  of  different  specimens,  must  be  shown  on 
separate  plates,  and  properly  growped  and  placed  under  the  direction  of 
the  Superintendent  of  the  hall.  No  awards  will  be  made  on  imperfect 
or  wormy  fruit.  All  fruits  must  be  arranged  in  position  by  1  o'clock, 
Monday,  September  1,  except  cold  storage  fruits,  which  must  be  in  place 
by  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  Tuesday,  September  2.  Examination  for  premium 
awards  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  2.  The  judges  on  fruits  after 
passing  judgment,  shall  carefully  examine  all  entries,  and  correct,  so  far 
as  possible,  any  mistakes  in  nomenclature  and  note  the  fact  on  the  labels. 

All  fruits,  except  county  displays,  to  be  grown  by  exhibitor.

For  this  department  there  is  now  provided  three  large  Exposition 
Buildings,  that  will  amply  accommodate  the  exhibits  and  displays  of 
shop  machinery  and  the  various  kinds  of  agricultural  implements  and 
tools.  These  buildings  cover  a  total  area  of  106,400  square  feet.  They 
are  located  parallel  to  each  other,  with  drives  and  walks  between,  and 
are  arranged  for  displaying  the  exhibits  to  the  best  advantage,  and  for 
the  greatest  convenience  to  the  visiting  public. 

The  center  building  is  equipped  with  two  lines  of  shafting  the  entire 
length,  and  the  sections  in  this  building  will  be  assigned  for  exhibits  to 
be  shown  in  operation.  No  charge  will  be  made  for  power  not  exceeding 
three  horse.  Any  exhibit  requiring  a  greater  amount  than  three  horse- 
power will  be  supplied  at  the  discretion  of  the  member  in  charge.  The 
size  of  shafting  is,  one  line  two  and  fifteen  sixteenths  (2  5/16)  inches, 
and  one  line  two  and  seven  sixteenths  (2  7/16)  inches;  the  revolutions, 
two  hundred  and  twenty  (220)  per  minute.  Exhibitors  must  furnish 
their  own  split  pulleys,  but  no  key-seats  allowed  to  be  cut  in  shafting, 
and  care  must  be  exercised  in  fitting  set-screws,  so  as  not  to  damage 
the  shafting. 

In  the  two  buildings  parallel  to  the  center  building  will  be  assigned 
machinery  and  implements  not  required  to  be  shown  in  motion,  or  that 
can  be  operated  by  gasoline  engines. 

Near  the  machinery  buildings  a  plat  of  ground  has  been  laid  off  in 
lots  and  sections,  for  assignment  to  exhibits  proper  to  be  shown  on  open 
ground.  These  will  include  portable  engines,  saw  mills,  ditching  machines, 
threshers,  corn  huskers,  steam  balers  and  other  heavy  machinery. 

Another  section  of  ground  is  laid  off  for  farm  and  lawn  fencing, 
gates,  etc. 
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The  Ohio  State  Fair,  as  now  provided  with  substantial  machinery 
buildings  and  properly  platted  ground,  is  prepared  to  install  an  exhibition 
of  machinery  and  agricultural  implements  of  the  largest  extent  and 
greatest  variety,  the  advantages  being  equal  for  all. 

In  this  department  there  will  be  no  premium  competition.  The  best 
possible  facilities  are  offered  for  exhibition  purposes,  but  the  merits  of 
each  particular  machine  or  display  are  left  for  the  judgment  of  the 
visitors  at  the  Fair. 

Exhibitors  are  requested  to  file  written  application  for  space,  indi- 
cating the  character  of  exhibits  to  be  made,  the  number  of  pieces,  with 
correct  names,  the  kind  and  amount  of  power  required  for  building 
exhibits,  and  the  smallest  amount  of  space  necessary  to  a  creditable 
arrangement  and  proper  showing.

This  ticket  will  be  good  for  three 
entrances  each  day  if  punched  on  leaving  the  grounds.  Similar 
tickets  for  the  actual  number  of  helpers  employed  by  exhibitors 
and  concessionaires  can  be  secured  at  the  same  rate.  The  number 
of  such  tickets  issued  to  each  exhibitor  will  be  determined  by  the 
member  in  charge.  The  number  issued  to  each  concessionaire  will 
be  determined  by  the  manager  of  the  fair. 

These  tickets  will  not  be  on  sale  at  the  gates  but  may  be 
purchased  when  making  entries  or  securing  concessions,  or  at  the 
scretary's  office  on  the  grounds. 

RULES 

The  State  Board  of  Agriculture  reserves  the  right  to  rule  on 
all  questions  not  covered  by  these  rules.  Interpretation  of  all  rules 
to  be  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture. 

Exhibitors  must  place  exhibits  under  the  direction  of  the 
member  or  superintendent  in  charge. 

RELEASE 

Speed  horses  any  time  after  racing  engagements. 

Live  stock  after  4:00  o'clock  p.  m.,  Friday,  September  1. 

All  other  exhibits  after  6  :00  o'clock  p.  m.,  last  day. 

Fruits  may  be  sold  after  2  :00  o'clock  p.  m.,  last  day. 

All  animals  and  articles  shown  at  owner's  risk. 

Disregard  of  any  rule  on  part  of  exhibitor  or  concessionaire 
forfeits  all  premiums,  rights  and  privileges  without  recourse  at 
option  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture. 

PROTESTS 

Protests  must  be  made  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  secretary 
by  noon  of  day  following  award,  accompanied  by  protest  fee  of 
$10.00,  which  will  be  retained  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture 
if  protest  is  not  sustained. 

All  protests  will  be  considered  at  a  time  set  by  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  and  all  parties  interested  will  be  invited. 
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FORFEITURE  OF  PREMIUMS 

Premium  checks  will  be  forfeited  if  not  cashed  within  thirty 
days  from  date  thereof. 

CONCESSIONS  AND  PRIVILEGES 

The  abuse  of  any  privilege  granted,  by  extortion,  impure  or 
unwholesome  food,  sale  of  dishonest  goods,  untidy  appearance  of 
booths,  or  other  acts  or  practices  objectionable  to  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture  will  forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  without  re- 
course. 

The  sale  of  alcoholic  liquor  and  games  of  chance  are  strictly 
prohibited.    Any  violation  of  the  rule  will  be  severely  dealt  with. 

Exhibitors  prohibited  from  distributing  advertising  matter  that 
will  conflict  in  any  manner  with  a  concession  sold  by  the  Board. 

Promiscuous  advertising  strictly  prohibited.  Exhibitors  may 
advertise  and  distribute  from  their  place  of  exhibit  only. 

NEWSPAPER  SOLICITORS 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  Fairs  and  Expositions,  December  2,  1912,  and  its  action 
was  ratified  by  this  Board  : 

RESOLUTION 

Whereas,  One  of  the  most  annoying  features  at  large  fairs  is 
the  constant  hectoring  of  patrons  by  newspaper  solicitors  using 
articles  of  merchandise  as  inducements  to  secure  subscribers ; 
Therefore,  Be  it 

Resolved,  That  no  concession,  booth  or  privilege  be  granted 
for  newspaper  solicitors,  except  on  request  of  its  publisher  or 
manager  mailed  to  the  Secretary  ten  days  prior  to  the  opening  of 
the  fair,  which  request  must  contain  name  of  publication,  privilege 
desired,  and  name  of  such  persons  as  solicitors  (who  have  been 
continuously  employed  for  a  period  of  three  months  preceding 
date  of  application.) 

That  such  solicitors  must  be  gentlemanly,  courteous,  and  honest 
in  dealing  with  the  public,  and  are  absolutely  prohibited  from  using 
any  form  of  merchandise,  animal,  article  or  tickets  for  future 
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drawings  as  gift  or  sale  to  influence  subscriptions,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  expulsion  from  grounds. 

That  all  solicitors  must  purchase  season  tickets  good  for  entire 
week. 

And  all  solicitors  in  soliciting  subscriptions  shall  confine  their 
operations  to  the  space  or  booth  assigned  them  by  the  management 
of  the  fair. 

CONVENIENCES 

The  management  will  consider  it  a  kindness  if  persons  will 
report  any  mistreatment  or  extortion  practiced  by  any  employe  of 
the  Fair  or  concessionaire.  They  also  ask  for  immediate  informa- 
tion regarding  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors.  Do  not  wait  until 
the  Fair  is  over-  to  make  complaint — report  immediately. 

BUREAU  OF  INFORMATION 

A  Bureau  of  Information  will  be  maintained  on  the  State 
House  grounds  and  also  at  the  Administration  Building,  State  Fair 
Grounds. 

Free  messenger  service  to  aid  all  visitors. 

TELEPHONES 

The  Bell  and  the  Ohio  State  Telephone  Companies  will  main- 
tain branch  offices  on  the  grounds.  Toll  pay  stations  will  be  con- 
veniently located  on  the  grounds. 

TELEGRAPH 

The  Western  Union  and  Postal  Telegraph  Companies  will 
maintain  offices  in  the  Administration  Building. 

EXPRESS 

The  Express  Companies  of  Columbus  will  maintain  offices  on 
the  grounds  a  few  days  prior  to  the  Fair  and  during  the  week  of 
the  Fair. 

POST  OFFICE 

A  sub-station  of  the  Columbus  Post  Office  will  be  located  in 
the  Administration  building.  The  office  will  receive  and  distribute 
mail,  sell  stamps,  postal  cards  and  money  orders, 
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PRESS  BUREAU 

A  press  bureau  and  newspaper  headquarters  will  be  located  in 
the  Administration  buiulding  where  an  experienced  newspaper  man 
will  be  in  charge.  Copies  of  reports  of  awards  will  be  furnished 
the  press  as  well  as  special  orders  and  announcements,  official  de- 
cisions and  other  items  of  news  value. 

COMFORT  STATIONS 

A  large  and  commodious  comfort  station,  centrally  located,  for 
women,  in  which  rest  rooms  have  been  provided.  Here  mothers 
with  children  will  find  a  delightful  place  to  rest.  A  hostess  will 
be  in  charge  to  administer  to  the  comfort  of  those  for  whom  the 
rooms  are  intended. 

The  Men's  comfort  station  is  centrally  located,  with  competent 
attendants  in  charge,  and  an  up-ti-date  barbershop  in  connection 
therewith. 

EMERGENCY  HOSPITAL 

An  emergency  hospital  will  be  maintained  throughout  the  Fair 
in  charge  of  skilled  physicians.  Patients  must  pay  the  physicians 
for  services  rendered. 
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RULE  15  — RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  APPEALS  OF  THE  AMERICAN  AS- 
SOCIATION OF  FAIRS  AND  EXPOSITIONS 


Adopted  December  2,  1912 


BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

Northern  District — Chas.  Rowning,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  term, 
1917. 

Eastern  District — A.  E.  Brown,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  term,  1916. 
Western  District — Horace  S|   Ensign,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
term,  1917. 

Central  District — Robt.  Crickmore,  Owatonna,  Minn.,  term, 
1917. 

Southern  District — J.  W.  Russwurm,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  term, 
1916. 


Article  1,  Section  1.  This  Board  shall  be  known  as  the  Board 
of  Appeals  of  the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions. 

Article  2,  Section  1.  This  Board  shall  have  for  its  object  the 
regulation  and  control  of  exhibitors,  concessionaires,  showmen, 
judges  and  employees  while  connected  with  the  fairs  held  by  each 
and  every  member  of  the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and 
Expositions,  the  prevention,  detection  and  punishment  of  frauds 
connected  therewith,  the  prevention  of  discourtesy  to  the  officers 
of  the  fairs  and  expositions,  members  of  the  above  association, 
and  of  such  judges  and  officials  as  may  be  serving  ihe  members  of 
said  Association,  and  for  the  general  protection  of  the  membership 
of  same. 

Article  3,  Section  L  This  Board  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers of  the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  retiring  president  of  said  Association  for  a  term 
of  two  years  each,  and  confirmed  by  tht  American  Association 
membership  in  annual  session.  In  the  appointment  of  the  first 
Board,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  1912,  two  members  shall  be  ap- 
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pointed  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  three  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  of  two  years. 

The  President  of  said  Association  to  designate  the  short  term 
members  in  making  appointments. 

The  said  five  members  shall  have  power  to  elect  one  of  their 
number  as  chairman  and  one  of  their  number  as  vice-chairman, 
and  they  shall  also  have  power  to  select  a  secretary  who  may  or 
may  not  be  a  member  of  said  Board.  The  members  of  this  Board 
shall  serve  without  compensation  except  their  necessary  traveling- 
expenses,  but  they  may  pay  their  secretary  an  annual  salary  not  to 
exceed    dollars. 

Article  3,  Section  2.  Each  of  the  five  members  mentioned  in 
Section  1  shall  represent  respectively  one  of  the  following  five 
districts,  to  be  known  as  the  First,  Northern  District,  which  shall 
consist  of  the  following  states  :  Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin  and  Dominion  of  Canada. 
Second,  Eastern  District,  which  shall  consist  of  Maine.  New 
Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island, 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Delaware  and  Maryland.  Third,  Western 
District,  comprising  Washington,  Oregon,  California,  Montana, 
Idaho,  Colorado,  Nevada,  Utah,  Wyoming,  Arizona  and  New 
Mexico.  Fourth,  Central  District,  comprising  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Missouri,  Okla- 
homa and  Texas ;  and  Fifth,  Southern  District,  consisting  of  Vir- 
ginia, North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Florida,  Georgia,  Alabama, 
Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Tennessee  and  Kentucky. 

Article  3,  Section  3.  Any  member  of  the  American  Associ- 
ation of  Fairs  and  Expositions  shall  have  the  power  to  provide 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  its  individual  fair 
or  exposition,  and  shall  have  power  to  expel,  suspend  or  fine  any 
exhibitor,  concessionaire,  showman,  judge  or  employee  and  to  re- 
voke such  action  within  a  period  of  two  days  after  such  action  has 
been  taken.  No  exhibitor,  concessionaire,  showman,  judge  or  em- 
ployee shall  be  expelled,  suspended  or  fined  except  by  action  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  or  Board  controlling  the  individual  fair,  and 
same  shall  not  be  reinstated  within  the  period  of  two  days  except 
by  action  of  such  Board  or  by  action  of  the  member  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  from  the  district  in  which  the  offense  occurs.  The 
member  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  from  the  district  in  which  the 
offense  occurs  shall  have  power  to  confirm  or  suspend  the  action  of 
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any  member  of  the  American' Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions 
within  his  district  until  the  next  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals,  when  each  case  shall  be  heard  by  a  majority  of 
the  Board  of  Appeals  on  its  merits  and  final  action  taken  thereon. 

Within  two  clays  after  the  Board  of  Directors  or  controlling 
power  of  any  fair  belonging  to  the  above  Association  shall  have 
expelled,  suspended  or  fined  any  exhibitor,  concessionaire,  show- 
man, judge  or  employee,  the  secretary  of  said  fair  shall  notify  in 
writing  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  of  such  action,  on 
the  part  of  his  Board  of  Directors  or  Managers.  The  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  at  once  notify  each  member  of  the 
American  Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions  of  such  action,  and 
such  exhibitor,  concessionaire,  showman,  judge  or  employee,  shall 
be  prohibited  from  exhibiting,  showing  or  judging  at,  or  contract- 
ing with  any  member  of  said  Association  and  if  any  contract  is  in 
existence  between  any  member  of  this  Association  and  such  ex- 
hibitor, concessionaire,  showman,  judge  or  employee,  it  shall  become 
null  and  void,  and  such  person  or  firm  shall  be  expelled  or  sus- 
pended from  the  fairs  to  be  held  in  the  future  by  any  member  of 
the  above  Association  until  such  expulsion  or  suspension  or  fine  is 
fully  satisfied  as  certified  to  by  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals  of  each  member  of  the  Association. 

Article  3,  Section  4.  All  fines  arising  or  imposed  under 
Section  3,  Article  3,  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals  of  the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and  Ex- 
positions. Any  member  of  the  above  Association  collecting  any 
fines  shall  at  once  forward  same  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals  and  such  moneys  shall  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
as  in  its  judgment  will  serve  the  best  interest  of  the  membership 
of  this  Association. 

Article  3,  Section  5.  Any  exhibitor,  concessionaire,  show- 
man, judge,  or  employee  who  has  been  expelled,  suspended  or 
fined  by  any  member  of  above  Association,  shall  have  the  right  to 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  of  such  Association  through  its 
secretary,  whereupon  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall 
immediately  notify  in  writing  the  member  from  the  district  in 
which  said  offense  has  occurred,  and  said  member  shall  have  the 
power  to  confirm  or  suspend  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  or  managers  of  any  fair  until  the  next  regular  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  when  the  case  shall  be 
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heard  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  on  its  merits  and  final  action 
taken  thereon. 

Article  3,  Section  6.  Any  section  of  these  rules  and  regula- 
tions which  may  be  in  conflict  with  the  powers  now  exercised  by 
the  American  Trotting  Horse  Association  or  the  National  Trotting 
Horse  Association,  of  which  any  member  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  Fairs  and  Expositions  may  be  a  member,  and  under 
which  racing  is  held,  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  in  so  far  as  it 
may  conflict  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  such  trotting  horse 
associations. 

Article  3,  Section  7.  Each  member  of  this  Association  shall, 
on  or  before  July  1st,  of  each  year,  file  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals  two  certified  copies  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
governing  their  individual  fairs  or  expositions. 

Article  4,  Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of 
this  association  to  see  that  the  rules  and  regulations  and  findings 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals  are  enforced  and  their  failure  to  do  so 
shall  constitute  an  offense  against  the  American  Association  of 
Fairs  and  Expositions,  to  be  dealt  with  as  this  body  may  deem 
best  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Article  4,  Section  2,  These  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  be  in 
full  force  and  effect  on  and  after  January  1,  1913. 

Article  5,  Section  1.  These  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be 
amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of 
Fairs  and  Expositions,  a  quorum  of  the  membership  being  present 
and  a  majority  voting  therefor. 
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LIVE  STOCK  INSPECTION 


The  Ohio  State  Veterinary  Department  wishes  to  advise 
all  Live  Stock  Exhibitors  that  this  Department  will  gladly  co-op- 
erate and  make  inspection  of  all  live  stock  for  exhibition  purposes 
before  same  is  admitted. 

Also,  inspection  will  be  made  upon  live  stock  leaving  the 
grounds  and  health  certificates  will  be  furnished  exhibitors  ship- 
ping inter-state  to  other  exhibitions. 

All  sheds  and  stalls  will  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected under  the  supervision  of  this  Department,  making  them  as 
safe  as  possible.

A  junior  calf  is  one  dropped  since  February  1,  1916. 

All  group  classes  in  Dairy  Breeds  shall  be  made  up  the  same 
as  in  Beef  Breeds  (excepting  of  course,  the  special  exhibitor's 
herd  classification  for  Beef  Short-Horns.) 

The  ages  of  all  animals  in  two-year-old  class  and  those  older 
as  well  as  senior  yearlings  and  senior  calves  shall  be  computed  to 
August  1st,  while  the  ages  of  juniors  will  be  computed  to  Febru- 
ary 1st. 

Cows  36  months  old  or  over  on  September  1st  of  year  in 
which  shown  to  be  eligible  to  the  show  must  have  produced  a  calf 
carried  to  maturity  within  18  months  preceding  said  date.  Any 
bull  36  months  old  or  over  on  the  first  day  of  September  of  year  in 
which  shown  that  has  not  had  dropped  to  his  service  one  or  more 
living  calves  during  the  12  months  preceding  said  date,  will  not  be 
eligible  to  the  show. 
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All  cows  in  the  dairy  breeds,  to  be  judged  in  the  morning, 
shall  be  milked  at  6  o'clock  P.  M.  the  day  previous  to  being  judged, 
and  all  dairy  cows,  to  be  judged  in  the  afternoon,  to  be  milked 
at  6  o'clock  A.  M.  of  the  same  day.  The  judge  may,  at  his  option, 
require  any  cow  to  be  milked  while  in  the  ring  or  before  the 
awards  are  made. 

Every  animal  entered  for  competition  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Department  in  which  it  is 
entered.

No  unworthy 
specimen  shall  be  awarded  a  premium  whether  there  is  compe- 
tion  or  not. 

The  fowls  shall  be  classed  as  follows  : 


Cock  —  A  male  specimen  hatched  prior  to  1916. 
Cockerel  —  A  male  specimen  hatched  during  1916. 
Hen  —  A  female  specimen  hatched  prior  to  1916. 
Pullet  —  A  female  specimen  hatched  during  1916. 
Old  Pen  —  One  cock  and  four  hens  of  the  same  variety. 
Young  Pen — 'One  cockerel  and  four  pullets  of  the  same 


Where  classification  does  not  specify  old  or  young  breeding 
pens,  but  simply  breeding  pens,  the  pen  may  be  made  up  of  old  or 
young  birds.

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Exhibitors  must  be  owners  of  the  fowls  they  exhibit.  Com- 
bination exhibits  will  be  strictly  guarded  against.  Any  attempts 
to  evade  this  rule,  or  any  false  statement  in  regard  to  age,  will 
exclude  from  competing  all  specimens  entered  by  the  offending 
party. 

The  Judge  will  make  known  his  awards  only  through  the 
Superintendent.  Any  person  attempting  to  interfere  with  the  Judge 
in  his  decision  in  any  way  will  be  excluded  from  competition. 

No  specimens  will  be  allowed  in  the  hall  except  those  that  have 
been  duly  entered  for  competition  and  the  entry  fee  paid. 

Every  precaution  will  be  taken  to  properly  protect  exhibits  in 
this  department  and  for  this  purpose  watchmen  will  be  on  duty 
in  the  building  each  night  during  the  continuance  of  the  Fair. 

Any  specimen  showing  symptoms  of  disease  when  received,  or 
during  the  Fair,  will  be  immediately  removed  from  the  hall  and 
cared  for  by  the  Superintendent  or  returned  to  the  owner.

The  main  purpose  of  exhibit  and  score 
card  is  to  bring  before  the  exhibitor  and  visitor  the  main  char- 
acteristics of  common  varieties.  Carefully  study  score  card  and 
standard  description  of  varieties  before  selecting  and  exhibiting. 

Trueness  to  type.  It  is  of  first  importance  that  the  variety 
exhibited  be  true  to  name  and  conform  reasonably  to  varietal  de- 
scription.   Make  certain  of  this  point. 

Freedom  from  blemishes  and  disease.  Specimens  should 
be  washed  perfectly  clean,  using  soft  brush  or  cloth  that  will  not 
rub  skin.  They  should  show  no  cuts,  bruises,  grub  marks,  scab, 
rots,  sun  greening,  etc. 

Uniformity  of  size  and  shape.  Besides  being  typical  of  va- 
riety specimens  should  be  as  near  uniform  in  size  and  shape  as  is 
possible  to  select.    An  oversize  is  as  undesirable  as  undersize. 

Depth  and  frequency  of  eyes.  After  considering  the  va- 
rietial  characteristic,  the  more  shallow  and  less  abundant  the  eyes 
the  higher  the  score. 

Color  and  texture  of  skin  and  flesh.  A  clear  bright  color 
and  smoothness  of  skin  is  highly  desirable.  There  should  be  no 
hollowness  nor  stains  in  flesh  and  its  texture  should  be  smooth. 
However  exhibitor  should  make  no  cuts  in  specimens  shown  to 
determine  the  last  point.

Specimens  comprising  the  display  must  be  grown  in  the  county 
represented.  Of  grains  and  seeds  not  less  than  one  gallon  of  each 
variety  is  required.  No  products  to  be  older  than  growth  of  1915 
and  not  previously  exhibited  at  State  Fair. 

Manufactured  products  and  fruits  or  duplicates  will  receive  no 
consideration  in  making  the  awards,  and  should  not  be  included  in 
the  displays. 

For  beauty  and  convenience,  the  use  of  glass  jars  is  recom- 
mended in  showing  all  grains  and  seeds. 

An  exhibit  of  farm  products,  carefully  selected  and  tastefully 
arranged  as  a  collective  county  show,  will,  if  it  be  a  thoroughly 
representative  exhibit,  accomplish  more  in  advertising  the  county 
and  demonstrating  its  agricultural  capabilities  than  could  be  done 
in  any  other  manner.  Such  exhibits  elicit  much  inquiry,  and  hence 
it  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  counties  competing,  as  thousands  of 
people  from  all  parts  of  Ohio  and  adjoining  states  become  inter- 
ested. 

The  collection  of  products  and  their  arrangement  for  show  at 
the  Ohio  State  Fair  should  be  early  taken  in  hand  by  individuals, 
the  County  Agricultural  Society,  Farmers'  Clubs,  or  other  agricul- 
tural organizations,  that  will  make  themselves  responsible  for  a 
representative  exhibit. 

For  these  county  exhibits,  space  will  be  assigned  in  the  large 
brick  Exposition  Building,  where  the  best  light  and  greatest  accom- 
modation are  provided.

To  receive  a  perfect  score  on  bottle  and  cap,  the  bottle  must 
be  of  clean  glass  and  the  cap  sealed  in  place  with  hot  paraffin,  or 
both  cap  and  top  of  bottle  covered  with  parchment  paper  or  other 
protection  against  dirt. 

In  order  that  there  be  ample  time  for  scoring  and  that  all 
exhibits  be  the  same  age  when  scored,  it  is  required  that  the  milk 
and  cream  exhibited  shall  be  from  the  evening  milking  of  Monday, 
August  21,  and  shipped  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  Dairy  Depart- 
ment, Ohio  State  University,  Columbus.

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RULES    GOVERNING    ENTRIES,  EXHIBITS 
AND  AWARDS 


GENERAL 

1.  The  State  Board  of  Agriculture  reserves  the  right 
to  rule  on  all  questions  not"  covered  by  these  rules.  Interpre- 
tation of  all  rules  will  be  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture. 

2.  Disregard  of  any  rule  by  exhibitor  or  concessionaire 
forfeits  all  premiums,  rights  and  privileges  without  recourse. 

3.  The  management  will  use  diligence  to  insure  the  safety 
of  live  stock  and  articles  entered  for  exhibition,  after  their 
arrival  at  the  grounds,  but  under  no  circumstances  will  it  be 
responsible  for  loss,  injury  or  damage  done  to,  occasioned 
by  or  resulting  from,  any  animal  or  article  on  exhibition, 
and  the  Fair  and  management  thereof  shall  be  indemnified 
by  the  exhibitor  against  all  legal  or  other  proceedings  relating 
thereto. 

4.  Exhibitors  must  place  all  exhibits  under  the  direction 
of  the  member  or  superintendent  in  charge. 

5.  Promiscuous  advertising  is  strictly  prohibited.  Ex- 
hibitors may  advertise  and  distribute  from  their  places  of 
exhibit  only.  The  distribution  of  advertising  matter  that 
conflicts  in  any  manner  with  a  concession  sold  by  the  man- 
agement is  prohibited. 

6.  Each  exhibitor  paying  an  entry  fee  and  each  con- 
cessionaire will  receive  one  season  ticket  free.  This  ticket 
is  good  for  one  entrance  to  the  grounds  each  day.  Attached 
to  each  day's  ticket  will  be  three  pass-out  checks  which 
will  be  good  for  re-admission  on  the  date  of  issuance  if 
such  pass-out  checks  are  punched  upon  leaving  the  grounds. 
Similar  tickets  for  the  actual  number  of  helpers  required 
by  exhibitors  and  concessionaires  will  be  sold  at  $1.00  each. 

7.  In  the  event  of  conflict  between  the  general  rules 
and  the  special  rules  governing  the  various  departments, 
the  special  rules  will  take  precedence. 
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ENTRIES 

1.  Applications  for  entries  in  all  departments  must  be 
made  on  the  printed  forms  provided  by  the  Secretary  for 
that  purpose  and  must  be  in  full  compliance  with  the  printed 
instructions  on  same.  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  any 
entry  offered. 

2.  Incomplete  entries  will  be  returned  for  correction 
when  there  is  time  to  do  so.  Exhibitors  are  urged  to  enter 
early  and  to  use  great  care  in  filling  out  entry  blanks.  This 
will  save  work  and  annoyance  for  exhibitors. 

3.  Entries  in  the  various  departments  close  on  the  fol- 
lowing dates :

4.  All  exhibits  must  be  in  place  by  8  :00  A.  M.  Monday, 
August  27.  Grounds  will  be  open  to  receive  exhibits  one  week 
before  the  Fair  starts. 

5.  Animals  cannot  be  entered  or  exhibited  as  pure  bred 
unless  they  have  been  recorded  or  are  eligible  for  record  in 
the  recognized  books  of  record  for  their  respective  breeds. 
Exhibitors  must  produce  certificates  o£  registry  at  the  request 
of  the  Superintendent  in  charge. 

FEES 

1.  All  applications  for  stalls  and  pens  must  be  noted 
on  entries  at  time  of  filing.  Exhibitors  must  indicate  on  the 
entry  the  number  of  animals  or  birds^they  will  show. 

2.  Reservations  will  not  be  made  unless  accompanied 
by  the  required  fee.  Assignments  will  be  made  by  the  super- 
intendent in  charge.

5.  Premium  checks  will  be  forfeited  if  not  cashed  within 
thirty  days  from  date  thereof.

2.  All  live  stock  will  be  released  at  4  :00  o'clock  P.  M., 
Friday,  August  31.  All  other  exhibits  will  be  released  at 
6:00  o'clock  P.  M.,  Friday,  August  31. 

3.  Exhibits  in  the  Agriculture,  Horticulture,  and  Plants 
and  Flowers  departments,  may  be  sold  and  removed  after 
2  :00  o'clock  P.  M.,  Friday,  August  31. 

4.  No  article  or  exhibit  may  be  removed  other  than 
above  specified  except  upon  written  permission  from  the  Fair 
management. 


RELEASE 
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PROTESTS  AND  APPEALS 

1.  Protests  must  be  made  in  writing  and  filed  with  the 
Secretary  by  noon  of  day  following  award,  accompanied 
by  protest  fee  of  $10.00,  which  will  be  retained  by  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  if  protest  is  not  sustained. 

2.  All  protests  will  be  considered  at  a  time  set  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  all  parties  interested  will  be 
notified. 

3.  The  Ohio  State  Fair  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions  and  has  adopted  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  that  Association  governing  appeals, 
which  are  as  follows : 

Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  of 
the  American  Association  of  Fairs 
and  Expositions

Article  1.  Section  1.  This  Board  shall  be  known  as  the 
Board  of  Appeals  of  the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and 
Expositions. 

Article  2,  Section  1.  This  Board  shall  have  for  its 
object  the  regulation  and  control  of  exhibitors,  concession- 
aires, showmen,  judges  and  employees  while  connected  with 
the  fairs  held  by  each  and  every  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions,  the  prevention,  detec- 
tion and  punishment  of  frauds  connected  therewith,  the 
prevention  of  discourtesy  to  the  officers  of  the  fairs  and 
expositions,  members  of  the  above  association,  and  of  such 
judges  and  officials  as  may  be  serving  the  members  of  said 
Association,  and  for  the  general  protection  of  the  member- 
ship of  same. 
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Article  3,  Section  1.  This  Board  shall  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and  Ex- 
positions, to  be  appointed  by  the  retiring  president  of  said 
Association  for  a  term  of  two  years  each,  and  confirmed 
by  the  American  Association  membership  in  annual  session. 
In  the  appointment  of  the  first  Board,  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  1912,  two  members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one 
year  and  three  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

The  President  of  said  Association  to  designate  the  short 
term  members  in  making  appointments. 

The  said  five  members  shall  have  power  to  elect  one  of 
their  number  "as  chairman  and  one  of  their  number  as  vice- 
chairman,  and  they  shall  also  have  power  to  select  a  secretary 
who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  said  Board.  The 
members  of  this  Board  shall  serve  without  compensation 
except  their  necessary  traveling  expenses,  but  they  may  pay 

their  secretary  an  annual  salary  not  to  exceed  

dollars. 

Article  3,  Section  2.  Each  of  the  five  members  men- 
tioned in  Section  1  shall  represent  respectively  one  of  the 
following  five  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  First,  Northern 
District,  which  shall  consist  of  the  following  states :  Ohio, 
Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia, 
Wisconsin  and  Dominion  of  Canada.  Second,  Eastern  Dis- 
trict, which  shall  consist  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Delaware  and  Maryland.  Third,  Western  Dis- 
trict, comprising  Washington,  Oregon,  California,  Montana, 
Idaho,  Colorado,  Nevada,  Utah,  Wyoming,  Arizona  and  New 
Mexico.  Fourth,  Central  District,  composing  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Missouri, 
Oklahoma  and  Texas;  and  Fifth,  Southern  District,  con- 
sisting of  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Florida, 
Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisana,  Arkansas,  Tennessee 
and  Kentucky. 

Article  3,  Section  3.  Any  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions  shall  have  the  power 
to  provide  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  its 
individual  fair  or  exposition,  and  shall  have  power  to  expel, 
suspend  or  fine  any  exhibitor,  concessionaire,  showman,  judge 
or  employee  and  to  revoke  such  action  within  a  period  of 
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two  days  after  such  action  has  been  taken.  No  exhibitor, 
concessionaire,  showman,  judge  or  employee  shall  be  expelled, 
suspended  or  fined  except  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
or  Board  controlling  the  individual  fair,  and  same  shall  not 
be  reinstated  within  the  period  of  two  days  except  by  action 
of  such  Board  or  by  action  of  the  member  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  from  the  district  in  which  the  offense  occurs. 
The  member  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  from  the  district  in 
which  the  offense  occurs  shall  have  power  to  confirm  or 
suspend  the  action  of  any  member  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  Fairs  and  Expositions  within  his  district  until 
the  next  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
when  each  case  shall  be  heard  by  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  on  its  merits  and  final  action  taken  thereon. 

Within  two  days  after  the  Board  of  Directors  or  con- 
trolling power  of  any  fair  belonging  to  the  above  Association 
shall  have  expelled,  suspended  or  fined  any  exhibitor,  con- 
cessionaire, showman,  judge  or  employee,  the  secretary  of 
said  fair  shall  notify  in  writing  the  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  of  such  action,  on  the  part  of  his  Board  of 
Directors  or  Managers.  The  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals  shall  at  once  notify  each  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions  of  such  action,  and 
such  exhibitor,  concessionaire,  showman,  judge  or  employee, 
shall  be  prohibited  from  exhibiting,  showing  or  judging  at, 
or  contracting  with  any  member  of  said  Association  and  if 
any  contract  is  in  existence  between  any  member  of  this 
Association  and  such  exhibitor,  concessionaire,  showman, 
judge  or  employee,  it  shall  become  null  and  void,  and  such 
person  or  firm  shall  be  expelled  or  suspended  from  the 
fairs  to  be  held  in  thef  future  by  any  member  of  the  above 
Association  until  such  expulsion  or  suspension  or  fine  is 
fully  satisfied  as  certified  to  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  of  each  member  of  the  Association. 

Article  3,  Section  4.  All  fines  arising  or  imposed  under 
Section  3,  Article  3,  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals  of  the  American  Association  of 
Fairs  and  Expositions.  Any  member  of  the  above  Associa- 
tion collecting  any  fines  shall  at  once  forward  same  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  such  moneys  shall 
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be  used  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  as  in  its  judgment  will 
serve  the  best  interest  of  the  membership  of  this  Association. 

Article  3,  Section  5.  Any  exhibitor,  concesionaire, 
showman,  judge,  or  employee  who  has  been  expelled,  sus- 
pended or  fined  by  any  member  of  above  Association  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  of  such 
Association  through  its  secretary  whereupon  the  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  immediately  notify  in  writing 
the  member  from  the  district  in  which  said  offense  has 
occurred,  and  said  member  shall  have  the  power  to  confirm 
or  suspend  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
or  managers  of  any  fair  until  the  next  regular  or  special 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  when  the  case  shall  be 
heard  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  on  its  merits  and  final 
action  taken  thereon. 

Article  3,  Section  6.  Any  section  of  these  rules  and 
regulations  which  may  be  in  conflict  with  the  powers  now 
exercised  by  the  American  Trotting  Horse  Association  or 
the  National  Trotting  Horse  Association,  of  which  any 
member  of  the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and  Exposi- 
tions may  be  a  member,  and  under  which  racing  is  held, 
shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  in  so  far  as  it  may  conflict 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  such  trotting  horse  asso- 
ciation. 

Article  3,  Section  7.  Each  member  of  this  Association 
shall,  on  or  before  July  1st,  of  each  year,  file  with  the 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  two  certified  copies  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  governing  their  individual  fairs  or 
expositions. 

Article  4,  Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
member  of  this  association  to  see  that  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  findings  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  are  enforced 
and  their  failure  to  do  so  shall  constitute  an  offense  against 
the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions,  to  be 
dealt  with  as  this  body  may  deem  best  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Article  4,  Section  2.  These  Rules  and  Regulations 
shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  on  and  after  January  1,  1913. 

Articel  5,  Section  1.  These  Rules  and  Regulations  may 
be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Fairs  and  Expositions,  a  quorum  of  the  membership 
being  present  and  a  majority  voting  therefor. 
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CONCESSIONS  AND  PRIVILEGES 


1.  Concessionaires  are  bound  by  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tracts they  sign  at  time  of  securing  concessions.  In  addi- 
tion they  are  liable  to  strict  supervision  by  the  management. 
The  right  is  reserved  to  promulgate  and  enforce  whatever 
rules  appear  necessary  for  the  regulation  of  concessions. 

2.  The  abuse  of  any  privilege  granted,  by  extortion, 
impure  or  unwholesome  food,  sale  of  dishonest  goods,  untidy 
appearance  of  booths,  or  other  acts  or  practices  objectionable 
to  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  will  forfeit  all  rights 
and  privileges  without  recourse. 

3.  The  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  games  of  chance 
is  strictly  prohibited.  Any  violation  of  this  rule  will  be 
prosecuted  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 


NEWSPAPER  SOLICITORS 


1.  No  concession,  booth  or  privilege  will  be  granted 
for  newspaper  solicitors,  except  on  request  of  its  publisher 
or  manager  mailed  to  the  Secretary  ten  days  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  Fair,  which  request  must  contain  name  of 
publication,  privilege  desired,  and  name  of  such  persons  as 
solicitors  (who  have  been  continuously  employed  for  a 
period  of  three  months  preceding  date  of  application.) 

2.  Solicitors  must  be  gentlemanly,  courteous,  and  honest 
in  dealing  with  the  public,  and  are  absolutely  prohibited  from 
using  any  form  of  merchandise,  animal,  article  or  tickets 
for  future  drawings  as  gift  or  sale  to  influence  subscriptions, 
under  the  penalty  of  expulsion  from  grounds. 

3.  All  solicitors  must  purchase  season  tickets  good  for 
entire  week. 

4.  Solicitors  in  soliciting  subscriptions  sha1!  confine  their 
operations  to  the  space  or  booth  assigned  them  by  the  man- 
agement of  the  Fair. 
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LIVE  STOCK  INSPECTION 


The  Veterinary  Department  of  the  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture advises  all  Live  Stock  Exhibitors  that  this  Depart- 
ment will  gladly  co-operate  and  make  inspection  of  all  live 
stock  for  exhibition  purposes  before  same  is  admitted. 

Also,  inspection  will  be  made  of  live  stock  leaving  the 
grounds  and  health  certificates  will  be  furnished  exhibitors 
shipping  inter-state  to  other  exhibitions. 

All  sheds  and  stalls  will  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
disinfected  under  the  supervision  of  this  Department,  making 
them  as  safe  as  possible. 

A  corps  of  veterinarians  in  charge  of  Dr.  D.  C.  Hyde, 
Assistant  State  Veterinarian,  will  care  for  your  every  want 
during  Fair  Week,  without  charge.

HOLDING  R.  R.  CARS  FOR  RE-SHIPMENT 


Recent  rulings  of  the  Railroad  companies  prohibit  the 
holding  of  cars  during  Fair  week  for  re-shipment  at  the 
close  of  the  Fair,  unless  cars  are  to  be  routed  over  lines 
operated  by  the  Company  owning  such  cars.  Many  live 
stock  exhibitors  plan  to  hold  the  same  car  for  their  ship- 
ment over  different  lines  on  their  exhibit  circuits.  We  advise 
such  exhibitors  to  make  inquiry  from  their  railway  agents 
relative  to  this  new  ruling  so  they  will  thoroughly  under- 
stand it.

The  judging  of  live  stock  for  premium  awards  will  be- 
gin Monday,  August  27,  at  9:00  o'clock  A.  M.  The  an- 
nounced order  will  be  observed  as  closely  as  possible  but 
the  right  is  reserved  to  make  any  changes  in  the  program 
that  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  advisable.  Grand  spec- 
tacular parade  of  live  stock  Thursday,  August  30.

Exhibitors  must  specify  on  entry  blank  exactly  the 
number    of    birds    entered    and    the    number    of  coops 
wanted.    Fees,  single  bird,  fifty  cents;  pen,  one  dollar. 
Read  carefully  general  rules,  6,  7  and  8. 

All  birds  must  be  marked  by  numbered  metal  bands 
about  one  leg  and  the  numbers  must  appear  upon  the 
entry  forms  and  shipping  tags. 

Birds  must  be  in  position  ready  for  judging  not  later  than 
8  o'clock  a.  m.,  Monday,  August  27. 

The  American  Standard  of  Perfection,  as  revised  by  the 
American  Poultry  Association,  will  be  the  guide  for  the  Judge 
in  awarding  the  premiums.  The  fowls  will  be  judged  by 
comparison  and  not  with  use  of  a  score  card.  No  fowl  shall 
be  awarded  first  premium  that  is  unworthy  of  a  score  of  90 
points.  No  unworthy  specimen  shall  be  awarded  a  premium 
whether  there  is  competition  or  not. 

The  fowls  shall  be  classed  as  follows : 


Cock  —  A  male  specimen  hatched  prior  to  1917. 

Cockerel  —  A  male  specimen  hatched  during  1917. 

Hen  —  A  female  specimen  hatched  prior  to  1917. 

Pullet  —  A  female  specimen  hatched  during  1917. 
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Old  Pen  —  One  cock  and  four  hens  of  the  same 
variety. 

Young  Pen  —  One  cockerel  and  four  pullets  of 
the  same  variety. 

Where  classification  does  not  specify  old  or  young  breed- 
ing pens,  but  simply  breeding  pens,  the  pen  may  be  made  up 
of  old  or  young  birds. 

Exhibitors  must  be  owners  of  the  fowls  they  exhibit. 
Combination  exhibits  will  be  strictly  guarded  against.  Any 
attempts  to  evade  this  rule,  or  any  false  statement  in  regard 
to  age,  will  exclude  from  competing  all  specimens  entered  by 
the  offending  party. 

The  judge  will  make  known  his  awards  only  through  the 
Superintendent.  Any  person  attempting  to  interfere  with  the 
Judge  in  his  decision  in  any  way  will  be  excluded  from  com- 
petition. 

No  specimens  will  be  allowed  in  the  hall  except  those 
that  have  been  duly  entered  for  competition  and  the  entry 
fee  paid. 

Every  precaution  will  be  taken  to  properly  protect  exhibits 
in  this  department  and  for  this  purpose  watchmen  will  be  on 
duty  in  the  building  each  night  during  the  continuance  of  the 
Fair. 

Any  specimen  showing  symptoms  of  disease  when  re- 
ceived, or  during  the  Fair,  will  be  immediately  removed  from 
the  hall  and  cared  for  by  the  Superintendent  or  returned  to 
the  owner. 

All  specimens  except  Game  must  be  exhibited  in  their 
natural  condition.  Plucking,  coloring  or  splicing  feathers  or 
any  similar  practice,  is  in  violation  of  this  rule  and  will 
debar  all  the  specimens  of  the  offending  party  from  compe- 
tition. 

Birds  entered  singly  cannot  compete  in  pens.  Those 
entered  in  pens  cannot  compete  singly.

Explanation  oif  Score  Card 

The  varieties  of  potatoes  commonly  grown  in  Ohio  are 
on  the  average  greatly  mixed.  The  main  purpose  of  exhibit 
and  score  card  is  to  bring  before  the  exhibitor  and  visitor 
the  main  characteristics  of  common  varieties.  Carefully 
study  score  card  and  standard  description  of  varieties  before 
selecting  and  exhibiting. 

Trueness  to  type.  It  is  of  first  importance  that  the 
variety  exhibited  be  true  to  name  and  conform  reasonably 
to  varietal  description.    Make  certain  of  this  point. 

Freedom  from  blemishes  and  disease.  Specimens 
should  be  washed  perfectly  clean,  using  soft  brush  or  cloth 
that  will  not  rub  skin.  They  should  show  no  cuts,  bruises, 
grub  marks,  scab,  rots,  sun  greening,  etc. 

Uniformity  of  size  and  shape.  Besides  being  typical 
of  variety  specimens  should  be  as  near  uniform  in  size  and 
shape  as  is  possible  to  select.  An  oversize  is  as  undesirable 
as  undersize. 

Depth  and  frequency  of  eyes.  After  considering  the 
varietal  characteristic,  the  more  shallow  and  less  abundant, 
the  eyes  the  higher  the  score. 

Color  and  texture  of  skin  and  flesh.  A  clear  bright 
color  and  smoothness  of  skin  is  highly  desirable.  There 
should  be  no  hollowness  nor  stains  in  flesh  and  its  texture 
should  be  smooth.  However  exhibitor  should  make  no  cuts 
in  specimens  shown  to  determine  the  last  point.

An  exhibit  of  farm  products,  carefully  selected  and  taste- 
fully arranged  as  a  collective  county  show,  will,  if  it  be  a 
thoroughly  representative  exhibit,  accomplish  more  in  adver- 
tising the  county  and  demonstrating  its  agricultural  capabil- 
ities than  could  be  done  in  any  other  manner.  Such 
exhibits  elicit  much  inquiry,  and  hence  are  of  great  benefit 
to  the  counties  competing,  as  thousands  of  people  from  all 
parts  of  Ohio  and  adjoining  states  become  interested. 

The  collection  of  products  and  their  arrangement  for 
show  at  the  Ohio  State  Fair  should  be  early  taken  in  hand 
by  individuals,  granges,  the  County  Agricultural  Societies, 
Farmers'  Clubs,  or  other  agricultural  organizations,  that  will 
make  themselves  responsible   for  a  representative  exhibit. 

For  these  county  exhibits,  space  will  be  assigned  in  the 
large  brick  Agricultural  Building,  where  the  best  light  and 
greatest  accommodation  are  provided.

Exhibits  must 
be  in  complete  arrangement  for  public  inspection  on  the 
morning  of  the  opening  day,  August  27. 

While  the  Board  will  not  undertake  to  receive  or  reship 
articles  of  exhibit  in  this  department,  or  to  be  responsible  in 
any  way,  the  Superintendent  may  act  for  exhibitors,  who 
cannot  possibly  be  present,  in  receiving  and  reshipping 
articles,  provided  the  same  be  sent  by  express,  charges  pre- 
paid, and  addressed  to  the  owner  in  care  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Art  Department  at  the  Fair  Grounds.

The  display  of  machinery  and  implements  at  the  Ohio 
State  Fair  has  always  been  one  of  the  big  features.  Farmers 
from  all  parts  of  the  state  come  to  the  Fair  and  are  in- 
terested in  observing  the  latest  types  of  agricultural  im- 
plements.

RULES    GOVERNING    ENTRIES,  EXHIBITS 
AND  AWARDS 


GENERAL 

1.  The  State  Board  of  Agriculture  reserves  the  right 
to  rule  on  all  questions  not  covered  by  these  rules.  Intrepre- 
tation  of  all  rules  will  be  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture. 

2.  Disregard  of  any  rule  by  exhibitor  or  concessionaire 
forfeits  all  premiums,  rights  and  privileges  without  recourse. 

3.  The  management  will  use  dilligence  to  insure  the 
safety  of  live  stock  and  articles  entered  for  exhibition,  after 
their  arrival  at  the  grounds,  but  under  no  circumstances  will 
it  be  responsible  for  loss,  injury  or  damage  done  to,  oc- 
casioned by  or  resulting  from,  any  animal  or  article  on  exhi- 
bition, and  the  Fair  and  management  thereof  shall  be  indemni- 
fied by  the  exhibitor  against  all  legal  or  other  proceedings  re- 
lating thereto. 

4.  Exhibitors  must  place  all  exhibits  under  the  direction 
of  the  member  or  superintendent  in  charge. 

5.  Promiscuous  advertising  is  strictly  prohibited.  Ex- 
hibitors may  advertise  and  distribute  from  their  places  of 
exhibit  only.  The  distribution  of  advertising  matter  that 
conflicts  in  any  manner  with  a  concession  sold  by  the  man- 
agement is  prohibited. 

6.  Each  exhibitor  renting  space  and  each  concessionaire 
will  receive  one  season  ticket  free.  This  ticket  is  good  for 
the  week  with  privilege  of  entering  grounds  with  automobile, 
when  the  license  number  of  machine  appears  on  the  ticket.

Premium  List  and  Rules 


7.  All  season  tickets  will  have  coupons  attached  which 
will  be  good  for  one  admission  only  each  day.  A  re-admis- 
sion gate  will  be  maintained  at  the  South  Central  entrance 
to  the  grounds,  where  arrangements  may  be  made  with  the 
gateman  for  re-admission,  on  leaving  the  grounds.  BE 
SURE  to  arrange  for  your  return  before  leaving  the  grounds 
or  you  will  be  required  to  pay  the  regular  price  of  admission 
to  re-enter. 

8.  In  the  event  of  conflict  between  the  general  rules  and 
the  special  rules  governing  the  various  departments,  the 
special  rules  will  take  precedence. 

ENTRIES 

1.  Applications  for  entries  in  all  departments  must  be 
made  on  the  printed  forms  provided  by  the  Secretary  for 
that  purpose  and  must  be  in  full  compliance  with  the  printed 
instructions  on  same.  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  any 
entry  offered. 

2.  Incomplete  entries  will  be  returned  for  correction 
when  there  is  time  to  do  so.  Exhibitors  are  urged  to  enter 
early  and  to  use  great  care  in  filling  out  entry  blanks.  This 
will  save  work  and  annoyance  for  exhibitors. 

3.  Collections  and  displays  must  be  made  up  of  speci- 
mens other  than  those  entered  in  single  classes  and  must  be 
of  same  quantity  as  is  required  in  regular  classification. 

4.  An  entry  fee  of  $2.00  will  be  required  and  must  ac- 
company the  entry  of  each  exhibitor  when  making  entries, — 
for  which  an  exhibitor's  admission  ticket  good  for  the  en- 
tire week  with  the  privilege  of  entering  grounds  with  auto- 
mobile will  be  issued.  No  Exihbitor's  tickets  will  be  mailed 
fromi  the  Manager's  office  after  Thursday,  August  22.  Only 
one  person  will  be  admitted  to  the  grounds  on  the  ticket  that 
entitles  the  exhibitor  or  firm  to  compete.

7.  All  exhibits  must  be  in  place  by  8  :00  A.  M.  Monday, 
August  26.  Grounds  will  be  open  to  receive  exhibits  one 
week  before  the  Fair  starts. 

8.  Persons  exhibiting  pure  bred  animals,  one  year  of 
age  and  over,  will  be  required  to  furnish  register  numbers 
of  animals  to  be  exhibited,  or  in  case  of  younger  animals  not 
registered,  the  names  and  register  numbers  of  sires  and  dams. 


FEES 

1.  All  applications  for  stalls  and  pens  must  be  noted 
on  entries  at  time  of  filing.  Exhibitors  must  indicate  on  the 
entry  the  number  of  animals  or  birds  they  will  show. 

2.  Reservations  will  not  be  made  unless  accompanied 
by  the  required  fee.  Assignments  will  be  made  by  the  superin- 
tendent in  charge. 

3.  The  following  fees  will  govern  and  remittance  cover- 
ing same  should  accompany  entry :

4.  No  article  or  exhibit  may  be  removed  other  than 
above  specified  except  upon  written  permission  from  the  Fair 
management. 
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PROTESTS  AND  APPEALS 

1.  Protests  must  be  made  in  writing  and  filed  with  the 
Secretary  by  noon  of  day  following  award,  accompanied  by 
protest  fee  of  $10.00,  which  will  be  retained  by  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  if  protest  is  not  sustained. 

2.  All  protests  will  be  considered  at  a  time  set  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  all  parties  interested  will  be 
notified. 

3.  The  Ohio  State  Fair  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions  and  has  adopted  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  that  Association  governing  appeals, 
which  are  as  follows  :

Article  1,  Section  1.  This  Board  shall  be  known  as 
the  Board  of  Appeals  of  the  American  Association  of  Fairs 
and  Expositions. 

Article  2,  Section  1.  This  Board  shall  have  for  its 
object  the  regulation  and  control  of  exhibitors,  concession- 
aires, showmen,  judges  and  employees  while  connected  with 
the  fairs  held  by  each  and  every  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions,  the  prevention,  detec- 
tion and  punishment  of  frauds  connected  therewith,  the  pre- 
vention of  discourtesy  to  the  officers  of  the  fairs  and  ex- 
positions, members  of  the  above  association,  and  of  such 
judges  and  officials  as  may  be  serving  the  members  of  said 
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Association,  and  for  the  general  protection  of  the  member- 
ship of  same. 

Article  3,  Section  1.  This  Board  shall  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and  Ex- 
positions, to  be  appointed  by  the  retiring  president  of  said 
Association  for  a  term  of  two  years  each,  and  confirmed 
by  the  American  Association  membership  in  annual  session.* 
In  the  appointment  of  the  first  Board,  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  1912,  two  members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one 
year  and  three  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

The  President  of  said  Association  to  designate  the  short 
term  members  in  imaking  appointments. 

The  said  five  members  shall  have;  power  to  elect  one  of 
their  number  as  chairman  and  one  of  their  number  as  vice- 
chairman,  and  they  shall  also  have  power  to  select  a  sercetary 
who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  said  Board.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  Board  shall  serve  without  compensation  except 
their  necessary  traveling  expenses,  but  they  may  pay  their 
secretary  an  annual  salary  not  to  exceed    dol- 
lars. 

Article  3,  Section  2.  Each  of  the  five  members  men- 
tioned in  Section  1  shall  represent  respectively  one  of  the 
following  five  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  First,  Northern 
District,  which  shall  consist  of  the  following  states :  Ohio, 
Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia. 
Wisconsin  and  Dominion  of  Canada.  Second,  Eastern  Dis- 
trict, which  shall  consist  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Delaware  and  Maryland.  Third,  Western  Dis- 
trict, comprising  Washington,  Oregon,  California,  Montana, 
Idaho,  Colorado,  Nevada,  Utah,  Wyoming,  Arizona  and  New 
Mexico.  Fourth,  Central  District,  composing  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Missouri, 
Oklahoma  and  Texas ;  and  Fifth,  Southern  District,  consist- 
ing of  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Florida. 
Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisana,  Arkansas,  Tennessee 
and  Kentucky. 

Article  3,  Section  3.  Any  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions  shall  have  the  power 
to  provide  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  its 
individual  fair  or  exposition,  and  shall  have  power  to  expel, 
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suspend  or  tine  any  exhibitor,  concessionaire,  showman,  judge 
or  employe  and  to  revoke  such  action  within  a  period  of 
two  days  after  such  action  has  been  taken.  No  exhibitor, 
concessionaire,  showman,  judge  or  employee  shall  be  expelled, 
suspended  or  fined  except  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
o'r  Board  controlling  the  individual  fair,  and  same  shall  not 
be  reinstated  within  the  period  of  two  days  except  by  action 
of  such  Board  or  by  action  of  the  member  of  the  Board 
of  Appealsi  from  the  district  in  which  the  offense  occurs. 
The  member  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  from  the  district  in 
which  the  offense  occurs  shall  have  power  to  confirm  or 
suspend  the  action  of  any  member  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  Fairs  and  Expositions  within  his  district  until 
the  next  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
when  each  case  shall  be  heard  by  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  on  its  merits  and  final  action  taken  thereon. 

Within  two  days  after  the  Board  of  Directions  or  con- 
trolling power  of  any  fair  belonging  to  the  above  Association 
shall  have  expelled,  suspended  or  fined  any  exhibitor,  con- 
cessionaire, showman,  judge  or  employee,  the  secretary  of 
said  fair  shall  notify  in  writng  the  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  of  such  action,  on  the  part  of  his  Board  of  Di- 
rectors or  Managers.  The  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals suall  at  once  notify  each  member  of  the  American  As- 
sociation of  Fairs  and  Expositions  of  such  action,  and  such' 
exhibitor,  concessionaire,  showman,  judge  or  employee,  shall 
be  prohibited  from  exhibiting,  showing  or  judging  at,  or 
contracting  with  any  member  of  said  Association  and  if  any 
contract  is  in  existence  between  any  member  of  this  Asso- 
ciation and  such  exhibitor,  concessionaire,  showman,  judge 
or  employee,  it  shall  become  null  and  void,  and  such  person 
or  firm  shall  be  expelled  or  suspended  from  the  fairs  to  be 
held  in  the  future  by  any  member  of  the  above  Association 
until  such  expulsion  or  suspension  or  fine  is  fully  satisfied 
as  certified  to  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  of 
each  member  of  the  Association. 

Atricle  3,  Section  4.  All  fines  arising  or  imposed 
under  Section  3,  Article  3,  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Appeals  of  the  American  Association  of 
Fairs  and  Expositions.  Any  member  of  the  above  Associa- 
tion collecting  any  fines  shall  at  once  forward  same  to  the 
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secretary  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  such  moneys  shall 
be  used  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  as  in  its  judgment  will  serve 
the;  best  interest  of  the  membership  of  this  Association. 

Article  3,  Section  5.  Any  exhibitor,  concessionaire, 
showman,  judge,  or  employee  who  has  been  expelled,  sus- 
pended or  fined  by  any  member  of  above  Association  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  of  such 
Association  through  its  secretary  whereupon  the  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  immediately  notify  in  writing 
the  member  from  the  district  in  which  said  offense  has 
occurred,  and  said  member  shall  have  the  power  to  confirm 
or  suspend  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
or  managers  of  any  fair  until  the  next  regular  or  special 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  when  the  case  shall  be 
heard  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  on  its  merits  and  final 
action  taken  thereon. 

Article  3,  Section  6.  Any  section  of  these  rules  and 
regulations  which  may  be  in  conflict  with  the  powers  now 
exercised  by  the  American  Trotting  Horse  Association  or 
the  National  Trotting  Horse  Association,  of  which  any 
member  of  the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and  Exposi- 
tions may  be  a  member,  and  under  which  racing  is  held, 
shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  in  so  far  as  it  may  conflict 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  such  trotting  horse  asso- 
ciation. 

Article  3,  Section  7.  Each  member  of  this  Association 
shall,  on  or  before  July  1st,  of  each  year,  file  with  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Appeals  two  certified  copies  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  governing  their  individual  fairs  or  exposi- 
tions. 

Article  4,  Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
member  of  this  association  to  see  that  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  findings  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  are  enforced 
and  their  failure  to  do  so  shall  constitute  an  offense  against 
the  American  Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions,  to  be 
dealt  with  as  this  body  may  deem  best  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Article  4,  Section  2.  These  Rules  and  Regulations 
shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  on  and  after  January  1,  1913. 

Article  5,  Section  1.  These  Rules  and  Regulations 
may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  American  As 
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sociation  of  Fairs  and  Fxpositions,  a  quorum  of  the  member- 
ship being  present  and  a  majority  voting  therefor. 


CONCESSIONS  AND  PRIVILEGES 


1.  Concessionaires!  are  bound  by  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tracts they  sign  at  time  of  securing  concessions.  Jn  addi- 
tion they  are  liable  to  strict  supervision  by  the  management. 
The  right  is  reserved  to  promulgate  and  enforce  whatever 
rules  appear  necessary  for  the  regulation  of  concessions. 

2.  The  abuse  of  any  privilege  granted,  by  extortion, 
impure  or  unwholesome  food,  sale  of  dishonest  goods,  untidy 
appearance  of  booths,  or  other  acts  or  practices  objectionable 
to  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  will  forfeit  all  rights  and 
privileges  without  recourse. 

3.  The  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  games  of  chance 
is  strictly  prohibited.  Any  violation  of  this  rule  will  be 
prosecuted  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 


NEWSPAPER  SOLICITORS 


1.  No  concession,  booth  or  privilege  will  be  granted 
for  newspaper  solicitors,  except  on  request  of  its  publishers 
or  manager  mailed  to  the  Secretary  ten  days  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  Fair,  which  request  musit  contain  name  of 
publication,  privilege  desired,  and  name  of  such  persons  as 
solicitors  (who  have  been  continuously  employed  for  a  period 
of  three  months  preceding  date  of  application). 

2.  Solicitors  must  be  gentlemanly,  courteous,  and  honest 
in  dealing  with  the  public,  and  are  absolutely  prohibited  from 
using  any  form  of  merchandise,  animal,  article  or  tickets  for 
future  drawings  as  gift  or  sale  to  influence  subscriptions, 
under  the  penalty  of  expulsion  from  grounds. 

3.  All  solicitors  must  purchase  season  tickets  good  for 
entire  week. 
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4.  Solicitors!  in  soliciting  subscriptions  shall  confine  their 
operations  to  the  space  or  booth  assigned  them  by  the  man- 
agement of  the  Fair. 


LIVE  STOCK  INSPECTION 


The  Veterinary  Department  of  the  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture advises  all  Live  Stock  Exhibitors  that  this  Depart- 
ment will  gladly  co-operate  and  make  inspection  of  all  live 
stock  for  exhibition  purposes  before  same  is  admitted. 

Also,  inspection  will  be  made  of  live  stock  leaving  the 
grounds  and  health  certificates  will  be  furnished  exhibitors 
shipping  inter-state  to  other  exhibitions. 

All  sheds'  and  stalls  will  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected under  the  supervision  of  thisi  Department,  making 
them  as  safe  as  possible. 

A  corps  of  veterinarians  in  charge  of  Dr.  D.  C.  Hyde, 
Assistant  State  Veterinarian,  will  care  for  your  every  want 
during  Fair  Week,  without  charge.

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WAR  SAVINGS  STAMPS —  THRIFT  STAMPS. 


What  They  Are. 

War  Savings  Stamps  are  the  answer  of  a  great  de- 
mocracy to  the  demand  for  a  democratic  form  of  govern- 
ment security.  They  are  "little  baby  bonds."  Like  Liberty 
Bonds,  they  have  behind  them  the  entire  resources  of  the 
government  and  the  people  of  the  United  States.  They  have 
the  additional  advantage  that  they  steadily  increase  in  value 
from  the  date  of  purchase  until  the  date  of  maturity,  and 
this  increase  is  guaranteed  by  the  government.  These  stamps 
are  issued  in  two  denominations,  the  25-cent  Thrift  Stamp 
and  the  $5  War  Savings  Stamp. 

War  Savings  Stamps  were  on  sale  during  January. 
1918,  for  $4.12.  They  increase  in  price  one  cent  each  month 
during  the  year,  until,  in  December  one  W.  S.  S.  will  cost 
$4.23.  On  January  1,  1923,  the  government  will  pay  the 
holder  $5  for  each  War  Savings  Stamp  owned. 

No  person  shall  hold  more  than  $1,000,  maturity  value, 
of  War  Savings  Stamps.  If  the  holder  of  a  War  Savings 
Certificate  (the  certificate  is  a  specially  designed  card  on 
which  War  Savings  Stamps  are  pasted)  finds  it  necessary 
to  realize  cash  on  it  before  maturity,  he  may,  upon  giving 
10  days'  notice  to  any  money  order  postoffice,  receive  for 
each  stamp  affixed  to  the  certificate,  the  amount  paid  there- 
for, plus  one  cent  for  each  calendar  month  after  the  month 
of  purchase  of  each  stamp.  War  Savings  Stamps  pay  4 
per  cent,  compounded  quarterly,  that  is,  4.27  per  cent. 

In  other  words,  the  plan  is  simple,  straightforward  and 
certain.  The  holder  of  the  War  Savings  Stamps  cannot 
lose  and  is  certain  to  gain.  He  is  buying  the  safest  security 
in  the  world  in  the  most  convenient  form  in  which  the 
security  of  a  great  government  has  ever  been  offered  to 
its  people.

All  animals  entered  for  exhibition  shall  be  in  place  not 
later  than  8:00  o'clock  A.  M.,  Monday,  August  26. 

When  on  exhibition  in  the  ring  each  animal  must  be 
under  bridle  or  halter,  and  in  charge  of  owner  or  employe, 
except  as  noted. 

The  Superintendent  or  clerk  must  check  the  entries 
shown  in  the  entry  books  in  each  class  with  the  exhibits 
present,  and  so  mark  the  entry  books  that  they  will  show 
which  animals  were  passed  on  by  the  judges.

Association 

To  be  held  in  1918  at  the  Ohio  State  Fair 

Futurity  Day,  Thursday,  August  29 

(Colts  must  be  from  nominated  dams  to   be   eligible  to 
Futurity  Classes  in  igi8). 

The  Eastern  Percheron  Futurity  in  1917  was)  the  largest 
Percheron  Futurity  held  in  connection  with  any  State  Fair 
in  the  U.  S.  Indications  are  that  the  Futurity  in  1918  will 
be  bigger  and  better  than  ever.  The  Ohio  State  Fair  Board 
has  eliminated  the  open  class  for  yearling  Percherons.  The 
Futurity  classes  provide  the  only  opportunity  for  yearling 
Percherons  to  win  money  at  the  Ohio  State  Fair.  Breeders 
of  Percherons  should  not  fail  to  nominate  their  mares  and 
have  their  yearling  colts  eligible  to  the  Eastern  Percheron 
Futurity.  Dealers  will  give  more  money  for  colts  if  eligible 
to  show.    If  your  colts  are  ineligible  in  1918.  nominate  your 
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mares  by  all  means  and  make  their  colts  eligible  in  1910. 
Following  are  the  conditions  of  the  Eastern  Percheron 
Futurity  for  1918. 

Eligibility  Clause 

1.  All  colts  recorded  in  the  Percheron  Society  of 
America  are  eligible  to  the  Futurity  Classes  in  1918  —  pro- 
vided the  dams  of  said  colts  have  been  nominated  in  accord- 
ance with  the  conditions  outlined  below. 

Conditions 

1.  Mare  nominations  must  be  made  by  April  2d,  1917,  if 
the  colts  from  these  mares  are  to  be  eligible  to  the  Futurity 
Classes  in  1918.  When  the  mares  are  nominated,  the  name 
and  registry  number  of  the  mare  must  be  given,  also  the  name 
and  registry  number  of  the  sire  to  which  she  is  in  foal. 

(All  mares  that  are  now  in  foal,  ALSO  MARES  THAT 
HAVE  FOALED  SINCE  JANUARY  1st,  1917,  should  be 
nominated) . 

2.  A  fee  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  must  accompany  the 
nomination  of  each  mare. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  nominating  fee  on  mares,  there 
will  be  an  entry  fee  on  all  colts  foaled  from  these  mares,  if 
said  colts  are  to  be  kept  eligible  to  the  Futurity  Clashes.  This 
entry  fee  will  be  seven  dollars  ($7.00)  per  colt,  payable  in 
two  payments.  The  first  payment  of  two  dollars  must  be 
made  by  November  1st,  1917.  At  this  time  the  color  and 
sex  of  colt  must  be  given.  The  second  payment  of  five  dol- 
lars must  be  made  by  July  15th,  1918,  just  prior  to  the  Ohio 
State  Fair  in  1918.  At  this  time  the  name  and  registry  num- 
ber of  the  colt  must  be  given. 

Substitution  Clause 

If  a  nominated  mare  has  no  living  foal  January  1st, 
1918,  her  nominator,  upon  payment  of  an  additional  Ten 
Dollars  ($10.00)  is  extended  the  privilege  of  substituting  an- 
other foal  regardless  of  ownership. 
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Money  Division 

A  primary  purpose  of  Futurity  Classes  is  to  boom  the 
-interests  of  the  man  who  bred  the  colts.  Heretofore,  in  a 
number  of  instances,  the  breeder,  of  a  colt  has  failed  to  get 
any  money  from  the  Eastern  Percheron  Futurity.  We  pro- 
pose, under  the  new  scheme,  to  provide  for  that  breeder  who 
goes  to  the  trouble  of  nominating  a  mare.  The  breeder 
should  share  the  purse  money.  Therefore,  the  total  purse 
money  will  be  split  in  two  ways.  First,  20  per  cent  of  the 
total  purse  money  will  be  divided  among  the  nominators  of 
mares,  whose  colts  win  1st,  2d,  3d,  or  4th  in  the  respective 
filly  and  stallion  classes.  A  concrete  example  will  make  this 
clear.  Suppose  that  the  total  purse  money  is  $1000.00. 
Twenty  per  cent  of  this  amount  or  two  hundred  dollars 
($200.00)  is  to  be  divided  among  the  nominators  of  mares, 
whose  colts  win  as  indicated  above,  one  hundred  dollars 
going  to  the  first  four  stallions  and  one  hundred  dollars  to 
the  first  four  fillies.  The  nominator  of  the  mare  whose  colt 
wins  first,  will  receive  50  per  cent  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
The  nominators  of  the  dams  of  second  prize,  third  prize  and 
fourth  prize  colts  in  each  class  will  receive  25  per  cent,  fifteen 
per  cent  and  10  percent  of  one  hundred  dollars  respectively. 

The  remainder  of  the  total  purse  money  will  be  divided 
equally  between  the  stallion  and  filly  classes'  as  follows :

The  Ohio  State  Fair  Board  has  pldeged  $500.00  in  sup- 
port of  the  Show  in  1918.  The  Percheron  Society  of  Amer- 
ica guarantees  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  Show  ($200.00) 
in  1918.  To  these  initial  sums  will  be  added  fees  for  mare 
nominations  and  the  payment  fees  on  colts.  The  total  purse 
therefore  will  be  dependent  upon  the  number  of  mares 
nominated  and  also  upon  the  number  of  colts  kept  eligible 
by  payments  as  specified  above. 
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Remember  that  the  Futurity  Classes  are  the  only  classes 
which  give  yearling  Percheron s  an  opportunity  to  win  real 
money  at  the  Ohio  State  Fair.  Therefore  do  not  neglect 
to  nominate  all  your  mares.  Dealers  and  breeders  who  buy 
your  colts  will  pay  more  money  for  ihem  if  they  are  eligible 
to  show.

Health  Certificates.  —  All  of  the  American  jersey 
Cattle  Club  premiums  are  offered  under  the  condition  that 
fair  and  show  associations  shall  require  health  certificates 
of  all  dairy  cattle  admitted  to  show  grounds  and  barns,  and 
that  this  requirement  be  rigidly  enforced. 

Reports  from  Fair  Officials.  —  These  premiums  are 
offered  upon  the  further  condition  that  fair  associations 
shall  furnish  to  the  American  Jersey  Cattle  Club,  promptly 
after  the  close  of  each  show,  the  number  of  exhibitors  of 
Jerseys  and  the  number  of  Jerseys  shown,  together  with 
the  Herd  Register  name  and  number  of  each  animal  awarded 
a  Club  premium.  If  such  report  is  not  furnished  to  the 
Club  on  or  before  February  1st  following  such  fair,  the 
premiums  offered  will  not  be  paid  by  the  Club. 

Competition.  —  No  Club  premiums  will  be  awarded 
at  any  fair  where  less  than  thirty  Jerseys  are  exhibited ; 
and  there  must  he  at  least  two  exhibits  in  the  ring,  in  each 
class,  separately  owned,  except  championships. 

Certificates  of  Registration.  —  All  animals  competing 
for  these  premiums  must  have  been  entered  in  the  Herd 
Register  of  the  American  Jersey  Cattle  Club,  and  the  Herd 
Register  names  and  numbers  must  be  filed  by  exhibitors 
with  the  secretaries  of  the  fair  associations.  The  certificates 
of  registration'  must  be  exhibited  to  the  proper  fair  ofBcers, 
as  well  as  to  the  judge,  whenever  demanded. 

Certificates  of  Award.  —  Blank  certificates  of  award 
will  be  furnished  to  secretaries  of  fairs,  who  must  fill  out 
same  and  send  them  to  the  Cluh  as  above  provided.

The  American  Standard  of  Perfection,  as  revised  by  the 
American  Poultry  Association,  will  be  the  guide  for  the  Judge 
in  awarding  the  premiums.  The  fowls  will  be  judged  by 
comparison  and  not  with  use  of  a  score  card.  No  fowl  shall 
be  awarded  first  premium  that  is  unworthy  of  a  score  of  90 
points.  No  unworthy  specimen  shall  be  awarded  a  premium 
whether  there  is  competition  or  not.

No  products  to  be  older 
than  growth  of  1917  and  not  previously  -exhibited  at  State 
Fair. 

Manufactured  products  and  fruits  or  duplicates  will  re- 
ceive no  consideration  in  making  the  awards,  and  should 
not  be  included  in  the  displays. 

For  beauty  and  convenience,  the  use  of  glass  jars  is 
recommended  in  showing  all  grains  and  seeds. 

An  exhibit  of  farm  products,  carefully  selected  and  taste- 
fully arranged  as  a  collective  county  show,  will,  if  it  be  a 
thoroughly  representative  exhibit,  accomplish  more  in  adver- 
tising the  county  and  demonstrating  its  agricultural  capabil- 
ities than  could  be  done  in  any  other  manner.  Such 
exhibits  elicit  much  inquiry,  and  hence  are  of  great  benefit 
to  the  counties  competing,  as  thousands  of  people  from  all 
parts  of  Ohio  and  adjoining  states  become  interested. 

The  collection  of  products  and  their  arrangement  for 
show  at  the  Ohio  State  Fair  should  be  early  taken  in  hand 
by  individuals,  granges,  the  .  County  Agricultural  Societies, 
Fawners'  Clubs,  or  other  agricultural  organizations,  that  will 
make  themselves  responsible  for  a  representative  exhibit.

All  goods  must  be  on  the  grounds  and  delivered  at  the 
Woman's  Building  on  the  preparation  days  previous  to  the 
opening,  August  26,  on  which  day,  at  8  o'clock  a.  m.,  every 
exhibit  must  be  fully  complete  in  place.

Canned,  preserve, 
and  dried  fruit  entries  must  be  packed  in  quart  cans.  Con- 
serves, butters  and  juices  in  pint  cans.  Marmalades  and 
jellies  in  half  pint  glasses.  Lables  must  give  name  of 
product  and  -date  of  canning,  making  or  drying;  also  must 
state  whether  steam  pressure  or  water-bath  cooked,  and 
must  give  cooking  time.  For  instructions  about  preparing 
entries  in  this  class  see  the  following  Farmer's  bulletins, 
which  are  obtained  free  from  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.  No.  839  on  "Cold-Pack 
Canning;  No.  841  on  "Drying  Fruits  and  Vegetables/' 

Note  the  following  definitions :  Preserves  are  whole 
or  large  pieces  of  fruit  cooked  in  thick  syrup;  conserves 
are  small  pieces  of  fruit  or  of  fruit  and  nuts  mixed  together 
in  quite  thick  syrup.  Marmalades  have  a  stiff  consistency, 
with  small  pieces  of  fruit  suspended  throughout  the  mix- 
ture. Butters  are  finely  mashed,  and  not  so  stiff  as  jams. 
Jellies  are  made  of  the  juice  only. 

•All  entries  must  have  been  prepared  by  the  exhibitor 
within  the  years  of  1917-1918  and  never  before  exhibited. 
Canned  fruits,  etc.,  to  be  of  use,  and  may  be  tested  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Awarding  Judges.

The  display  of  machinery  and  implements  at  the  Ohio 
State  Fair  has  always  been  one  of  the  big  features.  Farmers 
from  all  parts  of  the  state  come  to  the  Fair  and  are  in- 
terested in  observing  the  latest  types  of  agricultural  im- 
plements. City  people  as  well  are  eager  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  learning  about  modern  mechanical  appliances.  As 
a  result,  manufacturers  recognize  that  an  exhibit  at  the  Ohio 
State  Fair  gives  them  wide  publicity  that  would  be  pro- 
hibitive in  cost  if  secured  in  any  other  way. 

Two  large  Machinery  Halls,  with  a  total  area  of  80,000 
square  feet,  are  located  parallel  to  each  other  near  the  center 
of  the  grounds.  These  halls  are  used  for  the  display  of 
light  machinery  and  agricultural  implements.  The  arrange- 
ment of  these  buildings  is  such  that  exhibits  are  placed  in 
the  best  way  to  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  Fair  visitors. 

Immediately  north  of  the  Machinery  Halls  a  large  tract 
of  land  has  been  laid  off  in  lots  for  the  exhibition  of  heavy 
machinery  that  is  best  shown  in  the  open.  Traction  engines, 
saw  mills,  threshing  machinery,  huskers,  balers,  lime  pulvers, 
rock  crushers,  silos  and  other  heavy  machinery  are  here  dis- 
played with  drives  and  walks  between  so  that  the  thousands 
of  visitors  may  see  the  exhibits  with  comfort  and  con- 
venience. 

Other  sections  of  the  ground  in  desirable  locations  are 
plotted  for  showing  implements  and  machinery  where  they 
will  engage  the  attention  of  passersby.  Farm  and  lawn  fenc- 
ing, gates,  posts,  etc.,  have  a  section  to  themselves.  In  all 
instances  care  is  taken  to  so  place  and  classify  the  exhibits 
that  every  exhibitor  will  have  an  equal  opportunity  to  make 
attractive  display  of  his  products. 

No  premiums  are  offered  in  the  Mechanical  Department 
but  the  facilities  offered  manufacturers  for  bringing  their 
wares  to  the  attention  of  the  buying  public  cannot  be  equalled

PRIZES 


Competition  open  to  all  cities  in  Ohio  with  population  of 
5000  or  more. 

All  articles  for  competition  must  have  been  grown  on 
City  War  Garden  Plots. 

Garden  products  to  consist  of  potatoes,  tomatoes,  'beets, 
turnips,  cabbage,  carrots,  parsnips,  radishes,  beans,  cucumbers 
and  mangoes. 

Following  amounts  to  constitute  a  plate : 

Potatoes,  Tomatoes,  Cucumbers  and  Mangoes,  5  each ; 
Beets  and  Turnips,  6  each  ;  Carrots,  Parsnips  and  Radishes, 
12  each;  Cabbage,  1  head;  Beans,  green  or  string,  1  quart. 

All  vegetables  to  be  exhibited  without  tops. 

Exhibit  plates  to  be  furnished  by  Ohio  State  Fair. 

All  entries  must  be  made  on  or  before  August  15th,  with 
the  City  War  Garden  teacher  of  the  building  to  which  the 
pupil  belongs.
